Council Passed Busch Bill, but | 


House Is Expected to 
Kill It, 





The Manufacturers’ Railway bill, bet- 
ter known as the Busch bill, 
for a belt: railroad in the southern por- 
tion of the city, will probably be killed 


by the House of Delegates before 


day. 

The bill passed the Council after a bit- 
ter fight, and has been in the hands of 
the House Railroad Committee for more 
than six months. 


Two amendments suggested in a Post- 
Dispatch editorial Saturday were in- 
dorsed by members of the railroad com- 
mittees of both the Council and the 
House Monday, but the impression was 


conveyed that the bill will not be passed | 


at the presént session 

The prevailing impression at the City 
Hall is that it will be either reported 
unfavorably or will not be reported at 
all by the Railroad Committee of the 
House. 

A Post-Dispatch editorial published 
Saturday suggested that the bill might 
be acceptable if the following amend- 
ments were made: 

1. A clause providing that 
trary charge shall ever be made _ on 
freight or passenger traffic transport- 
ed over any bridge constructed or ac- 
quired by or controlled by the railway. 

2. A clause providing that after a rea- 
sonable term of years—say 25—the city 
shall have the right to acquire the rail- 
way property by paying its cost with in- 
terest. 

These suggested amendments were un- 
qualifiedly indorsed by five of the seven 
members of the House Railroad Com- 
mittee Monday. Two of them called 
attention to the fact that the grade- 
crossing proposition also enters into the 
question to such an extemt that it must 
be included in any améndments offered. 

Here are the expressions of Council 
and House Railroad Committee mem- 
bers .as given to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday: 


Cramer Indorses Amendments. 

F. Ernest Cramer, chairman of the 
Council Railroad Committee: 

I heartily indorse the Post-Dispatch’s 


suggested amendments. It seems to me 
that if they are adopted, the last chance 
for a valid objection to the bill will be 
removed. J] am sure that if the bill is so 
amended by the House this action will 
be approved by the Council. The sug- 
gestion that the city has a right to buy 
the franchise at the end of a stated term 
is very good. The only fight made on 
the bill in the Council was because it 
was thought that $10,000 a year was not 
enough compensation. 

This objection will be removed if the 
Post-Dispatch suggestion as to limiting 
the franchise is carried out. By all 
means the bill should contain a clause 
forbidding abritrary bridge tolls. 

George CC, Linde, Councilman: I read 
the amendments suggested in the Post- 
Dispatch. I have no objection to the

Expects Report Tuesday. 

Andrew Gazzolo Jr., chairman House 
Railroad Committee: I think both the 
amendments proposed by the Post-Dis- 
patch are good, and would like to see 
them attached to the Busch bill. I can- 
not say whether, after they were at- 
tached, I would find the measure accept- 
able. That is a matter that would re- 
quire some time for consideration. The 
committee will meet to consider.the bill 
Tuesday, and will try to be ready to re- 
port it "to the. House at the evening 
session. 

James J. Nash, member of House 
Railroad Committee: I am in favor of 
the amendments suggested by the Post- 
Dispatch. I think that thew would make 
the bill all right. Of course, I would 
have to consider the measure as a whole 
before announcing how I would vote. 

Frank N. Simmons I don't see why 
they come in here and ask us to take 
up this bill at the last minute, when we 
are so busy with other matters. The 
suggestions made by the Post-Dispatch 
are all right. I would gladly vote for 
them if I had a chance. But I don't 
see how we can do anything with this 
bill now. Six months ago we asked the 
backerg of the bill to suggest amend- 
ments which might aid in its passage 
through the House. They did nothing. 
One thing is certain. The bill will not 
receive our approval unless it is amend- 
ed so as to eliminate grade crossings as 
far west as the city limits. At present 
it provides for sree crossings only as 
far west as Broadway. As a general 
proposition, the Post-Dispatch sugges- 
tions are excellent. I do not favor a 
perpetual franchise, and I think that 
all possibility of an arbitrary bridge 
eharge should be eliminated. 

Net Much Time Left. 

John J. Golden: Thre suggested 
amendments published by the Post-Dis- 
patch are all right.

States’ Warfare, Wall Street 
Slump Factors in Critical

CHICAGO, March 2.—Facing a strike 
by 45,000 conductors and brakemen and 
baggagemen employed by 42 great rail- 
roads of the West, the strike being au- 
thorized by the vote of the Trainmen’s 
and Conductor’s Union and the count- 
ing of the ballots being in progress, the 
managers of these big railroads learned 


today that 3000 conductors of the North- 
western Railway, employed on the com- 
pany’s lines in allinois, Wisconsin, the 
Peninsula of Michigan, Iowa, Minnesota, 
the Dakotas, Nebraska and Colorado, 
will refuse to join the conductors of 
the other Western and Northwestern 
lines in case a strike is ordered tomor- 
row by Grand chief Garretson of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Conductors.

Conductors on the other lines, it is 
ern lines in the refusal to participate 
in a lockout should one be issued, not- 
withstanding the apparently favorable 
vote which will be announced by the 
officers of the organization tomorrow 
morning. The Northwestern Railway 
conductors have opened negotiations 
with the officials of the road and their 
differences will be settled without the 
concerted aid of the conductors of oth- 
er roads. 

Grand Chief Garretson today admit- 
ted that the Northwestern conductors 
would not participate in furthering the 
fight which is yr vey made by the or- 
ganization, but denied that conductors 
of any of the other lines would desert 
him. 

The véting on the strike ballots will 
be made public tomorrow through the 
heads of both the trainmen’s and con- 
ductors’ organizations. They state that 
there is no doubt that the men have 
agreed to the proposal in the ballots. 


Chance for Railroads. 


A final conference will be held with 
the general managers by both of the 
two organizations tomorrow and if they 
relent and agree to the terms stipu- 
lated previously by the organizations 
all danger of trouble will be over and 
the men will go on with their work. 

“We believe it is only fair,” said Mr. 
Garretson today, ‘“‘to make the first an- 
nouncement of the ballot count to the 
general managers and give them a 
chance to settle if they so desire. If 
they don't yield we will go right on and 
call off our men.”’ 

Arbitration, the employes say, will not 
be accepted awa means of adjustment. 
The men's demands are for a 10 per cent 
‘increase in the wages of the conductors 
and brakemen in freight service, an in- 
crease of $10 a month for conductors, $6 
for brakemen and $5 for flagmen in the 
passenger service, and overtime at the 
rate of 15 miles an hour. This last 
means 35 cents an hour for conductors 
and 20 cents for other trainmen, overtime 
to be on the basis of a nine-hour day. 

By the terms of the referendum the 
union officials are authorized to call a 
strike if the demands are finally re- 
jected by the companies. Events which 
have come about since the conference 
broke up several weeks ago will make 
the managers, they say, more unwilling 
than they were before to agree to more 
than a 10 per cent wage increase. Many 
of the roads have suffered throughout 
the Wall street slump.

wage scale for this road was fixed last 
December, and, when the present con- 
ference was called and the Wabash in- 
vited to take part, the employes were 
asked if they insisted on the road being 
represented. It is said that Rhe reply 
was in the negative, and the Wabash 
has had no part in the conference. 

Although 
for the year it has no agreement with 
either of the labor organizations taking 
part in the conference. The Wabash 
does not recognize labor organizations 
as such or treat with their officers. Its 
dealings are with the men as employes, 
and each employe is supposed to con- 
stitute his own grievance committee. 

The schedule of wages on the Wabash 
for passenger men, which is said to be 
a fair average, is as follows: For a run 
of 3000 to 4000 miles a month, $110 a 
month; 4000 to 5000 miles, $122; 5000 to 
6000 miles, $127; 6000 to 6500 miles, $133; 
6500 to 7000 miles, 135; over 7000 miles, 
$140. 

For the same number of miles the 
brakemen and flagmen are paid at the 
rate of $55, 61, 63.50, 66.50, 69 and $72.50. 
The earning capacity of each man, of 
course, is based on the number of miles 
he makes during the month and not on 
the number of trips he may make. In 
the freight department the men are paid 
by the mile. 

' 40,000 Then Voted. 

The 40,000 men who voted as re- 
ported by the general officers are not 
more than half of the number that are 
interested in the final outcome of the 
Chicago negotiations. There is not 
figured in this number the member- 
ship of the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America, which while it is not 
officially represented in the conference, 
will support the trainmen and con- 
ductors in any position which they 
take. 

If there should be a strike—both sides 
insist that they are using every effort to 
prevent such a _ happening—and_ the 
switchmen took part, engineers, firemen 
and other yardmen would be immedi- 
ately involved. If the switchmen should 
enter the fight it would be their first par- 
ticipation with other railroad organiza- 
tions since the disruption of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Railway Employes in 
the Grand Pacific Hotel in Chicago in 
1890 when Eugene V. Debs, then editor 
of the firemen’s journal and afterward 
president of the American Railway 
Union, left the meeting because mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen had supplanted union switch- 
men in the passenger yards of the 
Northwestern Railway. 

Since that date the switchmen and 
trainmen have gone their respective 
ways, but now it is said that they pro- 
pose to make common cause. 

Thus it may be that switching com- 
vanies in big cities, which do no other 
Cusiness than that of transferring cars 
from one road to another and which in 
St. Louis and East St. Louis is a big 
part of the railroad business, may be- 
come involved. 

Just how many lines of railroad are 
affected is uncertain. The original con- 
ference had in it the represetatives of 
49 systems, but many of these have a 
number of lines under the direction of 
the same officers and known as parts of 
the same system.

Many Accidents Occur on Cali- 
fornia Avenue Between Cher- 
okee and Potomac Streets. 


The reason people avoid the block on 
California avenue between Cherokee 
and Potomac streets is that the United 
Railways track there is faulty. It is 
so faulty there-is no telling when a car 
will jump the track and crash into the 
sidewalk or fences. Four accidents of

this kind have happened there recently, , 


and the residents of the neighborhood 
are extremely nervous. 

Northbound Bellefontaine cars run 
along this block. Last Friday morning 
a crowded car jumped the track and 
crashed into an iron pole in front of 
3450 California avenue. Two weeks ago 
at the same point two persons were 
hurt in a similar accident. One week 
ago a car left the track in front of 3118 
California avenue, crashed into the 
curb and demolished a sewer covering. 

General Manager McCulloch admits 
that the track along that block is bad, 
and that this is the cause of the acci- 
dents, but he says four in one month in 
a single block are not many. , 

“Thousands of cars pass along there 
in a month,’ Capt. McCulloch says. 
The company will fix the track as soon 
as it can get around to it, Capt. Mc- 
Culloch promises. He does not say when 
this will be. Residents of the neighbor- 
hood say the street is to be repaved in 
the summer, and that the United Rail- 
ways company intends to wait until 
then, because it will be cheaper to do 
the work while the city has the street 
torn up. 


NEW BOAT LINE PROJECTED. 


Vessels to Ply Between Kansas 
City and St. Louis. 


As soon as the Missouri River can be 
cleared of snags by Government boats, 
which were ordered to begin operations 
Monday, a boat line will be established 
between Kansas City and St. Louis, ac- 
cording to information brought to St. 
Louis by interested parties. This line 
will make connections here with the new 
steamboat and barge line that will be 
incorporated Wednesday to run between 
St. Louls and New Orleans. 

Edgar B. Giles of Kansas City ar- 
rived in St. Louis Monday on business 
connected with the new river line. He 
is not financially interested, but is an 
active promoter of the plan. 

It will be possible, under arrange- 
ments which have been made for Kan- 
sas City business houses, as well as St. 
Louis firms, te ship on through bills of 
lading to Mexican ports, the freight go- 
ing the entire distance by water. The 
Neptune Navigation Co., which will con- 
nect at New Orleans with the St. Louis- 
to-Nenw Orleans boats. will Thursday 
purchase the steamship ‘‘Montezuma,”’ 
which has 2200 tons capacity and 80 
cabins. 

‘It may be possible,’’ said R. C. Wil- 
son, president of the Neptune company 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘for us to 
take the barges from St. Louis when 
they reach New Orleans and tow {them 
direct to Progreso or Vera Cruz, Mexico, 
where connections will be made with our 
smaller coast vessels. I found the Kan- 
saa City business men very enthusiastic 
and they promised plenty of freight for 
Mexico and points south of that coun- 
try. The St. Louis business men have 
also taken hold of the plan with much 
aie Wilson met with L. D. Kingsland 
of the new river line Monday afternoon 
to-discuss arrangements for connections 
and transfer of freight at New Orleans.

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THAW SAYS HE 


CAN PROVE SANT 


Prisoner Declares He Will Sub- 
mit to Any Reasonable 
Examination. — 


AFFIDAVITS PLEASE HIM 


Especially Glad Mother Made 
Statement—Denies Row 
Among Counsel. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, March 2.—Briefs and 
possibly additional affidavits regarding 
the mental condition of Harry K. Thaw 
will be presented to Justice Fitzgerald 
at 1l a. m. today. The court proceed- 
ings will be brief. Besides accepting 
such papers as may be handed up, the 
Justice will formally adjourn the regu- 
lar March term of court, which sitting 
has been. suspended because of the 
Thaw trial. The time between the ses- 
sion of the court today and Wednesday 
morning, when the trial is scheduled to 
be resumed, will be spent by Justice 
Fitzgerald in examining the affidavits 
and other papers in the insanity pro- 
ceedings as filed by opposing counsel, 
so that with the resumption of the trial 
‘Nednesday the Justice will be ready 
With his decision. 

It is stated today that if a commis- 
Sion in lunacy is appointed Thaw will 
not take advantage of the legal ad- 
vices to thwart’ a thorough examina- 
tion by such a commission. He is said 
to be eager for a chance to prove that 
he is sane. Thaw is credited with say- 
ing: I will submit to all phases of an 
examination that is rational and rea- 
sonable.”’ 

Thaw is not convinced that Justice 
Fitzgerald will find it necessary to ap- 
point a commission in lunacy, but he 
resents the possibility of the general 
public inferring from the fact that his 
own counsel opposes District Attorney 
Jerome’s move for the appointment of 
a commission, that he shrinks from the 
ordeal of facing such a body. 

Thaw in High Spirits. 

Thaw is in high spirits over the affi- 
davits drawn in his hebalf and delivered 
to Justice Fitzgerald. He is especially 
pleased with the affidavit prepared by 
his mother. 

Counsel for Thaw share the prison- 
er’s belief that Justice Fitzgerald will 
not find it necessary to appoint a com- 
EE RE ay th eee ae 

On the other hand, District Attorney 
Jerome is confident of the appointment 
of a commission.and an adjournment 
of court on Wednesday until the com- 
mission to be appointed will present its 
revort. 

Mr. Jerome, it is stated, will not ada 
to the array of affidavits which already 
he has placed in Justice Fitzgerald’s 
hands, and unless the latter asks for 
further information the State’s written 
argument for the appointment of a 
commission will close with the presen- 
tation of Mr. Jerome's brief this morn- 
ing. 

Justice Fitzgerald has indicated that 
he does not wish to listen to verbal ar- 
guments for or against the appointment 
of a commission, so that the test of 
Thaw’s sanity at the present time wil] 
stand or fall on the material submitted 
to the court this morning.

The United States Circuit Court — of 
Appeals Monday affirmed the decision 
of the United States Circuit Court in the 
suit by which Grant G. Sutherland of 
6057 Cates avenue, a St. Louis commis- 
sion merchant, sought to collect $1371.83 
damages from the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Co. His claim was for damaged 


shipments of corn, and was denied. 

In the winter of 1903-4 Sutherland 
shipped 1200 carloads of corn to New 
When the corn reached _ its 
destination it had to be cleaned before 
it was turned over to the purchasers. 
The purchasers had to pay the railroad 
company for their expense in cleaning 
and drying the corn, and Sutherland 
reimbursed the purchasers. 

Sutherland sued the railroad company 
for $1371.88, but lost the suit. In the 
opinion handed down Monday Judge 
Hook, in refusing to allow Sutherland 
to recover, holds that Sutherland for- 
feited his right to recover when he paid 
the purchasers the amounts they had 
paid the railroad company. 

Among the six other opinions handed 
down Monday by = Court of Appeals 
is one in which udge Van Deventer 
holds that a railroad company does not 
have to accept the payment of fare 
from a volunteer Good Samaritan when 
the man who is about to be put off the 
train for failure to pay his fare is 
‘‘broke.”’ 

Ww. H. Smith of Indian 
sued the M., K. & T. R. 
damages. Smith took the trainat 
Chouteau, I. T., for Adair. He had no 
fare and at Pryor Creek the conduct- 
or was about to put him off. 

A passenger volunteered to pay 
Smith's fare to Adair, but the con- 
ductor said Smith had played the 
trick before and wouldn't take the 
money from the volunteer. Smith got 
judgment in the Indian Territory 
courts, and the railroad appealed. 

Judge Van Deventer reversed the de- 
cision of the lower court and remanded 
the case for a new trial, holding that 
Smith could not recover if an attempt to 
defraud the railroad was shown and 
that when a passenger once refused to 
pay hts fare the company need not ac- 
cept a later payment.

Nicaraguan Consul in New 


York Predicts Close of 
Hostilities. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, March 25.—ihe news 
that the forces of President Zelaya of 
Nicaragua had defeated the Honduran 


army at Choluteca and that President 
Bonilla was in flight was not cheering 
news to the Central American colony in, 
this city. The Central Americans sus- 
pect Zelaya of cherishing the hope thut 
some day he may be able to establish 
a powerful Central American union, over 
which he will be the head, with the oth- 
er states subsidiary. 
Amapala Threatened. 

The opinion was expressed that Pres- 
ident Bonilla, who was in command of 
the Honduran forces, has fled to San 
Lorenzo, which is on the mainland, and 
thence by boat to Ampala, an island on 
the Pacific. 

The captured 
from Ampala, 


town is only 15 miles 
the principal Hon- 
duran seaport on the Pacific, which 
is said to be unfortified. It is probable 
that the Nicaraguans will now attack 
Ampala, where it is believed little or no 
resistance will be made. In case Presi- 
dent Bonilla is pursued, he can reach 
La Ufion, Salvador, in four hours. 

Choiuteca has been the objective point 
of the Nicaraguan forces under Gen. 
Aurelia Estrada and Gen. Ortiz since the 
beginning of hostilities. Portilos de 
Namasique, where the allied Honduran 
and Salvadorean forces were defeated 
a few days ago, is on the frontier 30 
miles from Choluteca. The latter town 
is 75 miles from Tegucigalpa, the Hon- 
duran capital. The distance between 
the two towns makes it seem unlikely 
that the Nicaraguan expectation to cap- 
ture Tegucigalpa today will be realized. 

When informed of the news from Man- 
agua last night, Pio Bolanos, Consul- 
General of Nicaragua in this city, sald: 

“Tl am sure that it means the end of 
the war. with another victory for our 
country.”

Big Wedge of Land to Be Con- 
demned if Fourth Street 
Site Is Chosen.

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Seventh St. Location Offers 
Similar Obstacle to Pur- 
chase by City,

Louis has a Klondike, 


The gold fever has struck men in the 
neighborhood of the free bridge termi- 
nus at the foot of Chouteau avenue. 


Speculation is rife and it was stated to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
several real estate agents have closed 
deals -for temporary quarters near 
Broadway and Chouteau avenue. Own- 
ers Of property in the vicinity of the 
point where the bridge will enter the 
citv are greatly excited over the pros- 
pects of big returns for their holdings. 

If Chouteau avenue ran straight west 
from the river there would be little 
chance for a gamble on the free bridge 
prospect. But it doesn’t. There is an 
angle of 30 degrees between the street 
east of Fourth street and its course 
west of Fourth street. 

Between the straight line and the di- 
gression lies the wedge of speculation. 

The exact point at which the western 
approach of the bridge will end has not 
been determined. One of the engineers 
consulted by the Joint Committee of 
th Municipal Assembly guggested the 
corner of Fourth street“and Chouteau 
avenue as the terminus. 

Question of Location. 

A large majority—ot-the residents and 
property holders in the neighborhood 
think that the bridge will end at Chou- 
teau avenue and Seventh street. 

Chouteau avenue from the river to 
Fourth street was laid out in the early 
davs of St. Louis when there was noth- 
ing west of Fourth street except a tan- 
gle of hazel brush. The surveyors, fol- 
lowing the custom of that time, went 
down to the river and turned their in- 
struments west along the line of a cow- 
path or wagon road until thev sighted 
the top of the nearest hill in line with 
the established right of ‘way. 

That was nearly 100 vears ago. The 
original projectors of the street 
couldn't have done the work better if 
they had been inspired. The thorough- 
fare as they laid it out points straight 
towards the railroad yards used by all 
of the roads running into and out of 
St. Louts. 

Most St. Louisans have no knowledge 
of Chouteau avenue except west of 
Fourth street, a right of way estab- 
lished many years after the original 
survey. Thousands who ride to busi- 
ness every day over the Fourth street 
and Broadway lines do not know that 
there is an offset in the street. 

A line drawn directly east from Sev- 
enth street and Chouteau avenue would 
strike the levee three blocks north of 
the foot of Chouteau avenue as shown 
on the city map. Therefore the accepted 
bridge site at the foot of Chouteau ave- 
nue is in no sense on the line of Chou- 
teau avenue west of Fourth street. 

The point in controversy between 
property holders in the Chouteau ave- 
nue district is whether the old or the 
new line of Chouteau avenue will be 
followed in building the approach to the 
bridge. 

Even if the approach ends at Fourth 
street and Chouteau avenue, the west- 
ern end of the street as originally laid 
out, it offers a rich chance for specu- 
lators. Where the approach stops the 
terminals must begin, and Fourth and 
Chovteau is five blocks from the gen- 
eral railroad yards: This would mean 
that practically all the property bound- 
ed by Fourth street on the east, Sev- 
enth street on the west, Chouteau ave- 
nue on the south and Gratiot street on 
the north must be condemned and 
bought by the city for terminal pur- 
poses. 

Property Worth $1,000,000. 

The property in this Wtdge-shaped 
tract comprises at least six square 
blocks and its value is nearly $1,000,000. 

If the end of the approach is at Sev- 
entn street and Chouteau avenue, one 
of two things will be necessary. Either 
there must be a sharp curve in the ap- 
proach or most of the property on the 
north side of Chouteau avenue from 
Fourth street to Seventh street must 
be condemned and bought by the city. 

From the end of the approach at Sey- 
enth street the railroad would have to 
cut acros to the present railroad yards, 
and this would necessitate the condem- 
nation of much property on Eighth and 
Ninth street, between Chouteau avenue 
and Gratiot street, one block north. 

The total value of the property to be 
condemned under these conditions is 
said to be nearly $1,000,000. 

Meanwhile, there is the old line of 
Chouteau avenue, the ancient cow path, 
with runs straight as a die into the 
great Mill Creek Valley sytem of estab- 
lished railroad yards. 

Investigation indicates that if this 
route is followed itwill not be necessary 
to condemn more than $200,000 worth 
of property, if the bridge follow the 
old line of Chouteau avenue to Eighth 
and Gratiot streets, where there is now 
an unobstructed entrance to the yards. 

The approach could not be so built, ex- 
perts say, that the lower roadway would 
reach the surface at this point, or a few 
hundred feet west. 


Double Terminus Suggested. 


Under this arrangement this railroad 
yard terminal would be inconvenient for 
wagon and foot traffic. To offset this a 
suggestion has been made that there be 
a double terminus in the form of 
a Y. According to this plan the upper 
roadway, instead of following the low- 
er roadway into the yards, would be 
turned west into Gratiot street at or 
near Ninth street and would have its 
terminus near the southern end of the 
Twelfth street bridge. At this point 
wagons and foot passengers would find 
easy outiet into Twelfth street. They 
could go north over the briige or south 
to Chouteau avenue, which, when the 
new free bridge is completed, will be 
one of the main traffic arteries of the 
city. 

Another argument advanced tn favor 
of this plan is that the establishment of 
the terminals at either Fourth street or 
Seventh street on Chouteau avenue will 
interfere with street railway traffic at 
this point. 

If the bridge approaches can be car- 
ried over Broadway and into the yards 
over the imaginary extended line of 
Chouteau avenue, the «Fourth treet, 
Broadway, Seventh street and Cass ave- 
nue lines can continue to run over their 
present routes, merely passing urder 
he superstructure of the bridge ap- 
proaches.

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TO USE ASHES FOR FUEL. 


Discovery May Revolutionize 
Heat-Making Problem. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALTOONA, Pa., March 2%.—The in- 
genuity of an aged, hard-working cob- 
bler, John Ellmore, of this city, has 


succeeded in bringing the waste prod- 
uct of ashes into service and with the 
means of a eee compound he 
makes them burn more readily than 
coal. He has applied for a patent on 
the secret of his discovery. By taking 
a small quantity of his substance and 
mixing it with a little water, then 
sprinkling it over the ashes and stir- 
ring them up with some coal, they are 
ready to burn.

Of a ten of coal nothing is left but 
two or -three small clinkers and the 
ashes of a ton of coal are converted 
into fuel with a small portion of the 
compound. 

A test was given at a local electric 
illuminating establishment today. One 
of the boilers was used for the demon- 
stration and the other nine boilers were 
fired with bituminous coal. The one 
boiler in which the test was made pro- 
duced a greater heat than the other 
nine. It is looked upon as a discovery 
that has revolutionized the problem of 
making heat.

Residence in Laurel Avenue 
and a Barn Also Burn in 
Early Morning. 


Fire in four unfinished flats in the 
West End Sunday night have confirmed 
the police in their belief that’a firebug 
is operating in that section of the city. 
Three flats at 5656-5660 Etzel avenue were 
burned, a pile of shavings was discov- 
ered on fire in a Laurel avenue flat, and 
the stable of Robert Reilly, a plastering 
contractor, was burned. 

A. Stein, a clerk at the Planters Hotel, 
who was one of the first to see the 
flames in the Etzei avenue buildings, 
Saw &@ man walking away from them 
withgut turning to look back, although 
the tlames crackled and roared. Stein 
had been spending the evening at 1213 
Clara avenue. He started downtown at 
midnight, just as tlames burst from sev- 
eral parts of the Etzel avenue flats. 

At the same moment, he said, he saw 
a nan crossing the street in front of the 
burning houses. He says the man wore 
dark clothes, a black slouch hat and 
was about five feet nine inches tall. 

The first tire of the night was discov- 
ered about 11:40, in an unfinished flat 
on Laurel avenue, between Easton and 
Wells avenues. A heap of shavings un- 
der a stairway were in flames and the 
Stairway had caught fire. A policeman, 
assisted by citizens, put out the fire 
Without calling the department. 

About half an hour later the Etzel 
avenue alarin was turned in. By the 
time an engine company reached the 
scene these buildings were wrapped in 
tlames. The flat at 5656 was ruined and 
| those ut 5658 and 5660 badly damaged. 
Less than an ur later a fire was 
' discovered in the “Reilly stable in the 
rear of 1435 Arlington avenue. A horse 
wus destroyed in that fire. 

Work of Firebug. 

Kelly of the Arcade fire com- 
Monday morning there was 
little question in his mind about the 
fires being the work of some firebug. 
He said that on approaching the Etzel 
avenue flats the odor of wood alcohol 
was pronounced. He believes that fluid 
Was used in starting the fire. 

He said that the fires of the night 
before made seven in unfinished flat 
buildings in the West End within a 
month. The police, who are making an 
investigation, think that differences 
over labor matters have led to the 
starting of these fires. 

John Dilschneider, a contractor, of 
5722 Etzel avenue, who was building the 
Etzel avenue flats, said Monday he had 
had no trouble with any laboring men. 

George Cockley of 4619 McPherson 
avenue is owner of the burned Etzel 
avenue flats. Cabell Gray, an insurance 
agent at 810 Olive street, who has re- 
cently written a number of policies on 
unfinished flat buildings, says his fire 
losses on that kind of risks in the last 
month aggregate $6000.

ATTACK ON THE STATUTE| 





Strict Adherence to Fixed Rate 
Probable With No Special 
Reductions Whatever. 


Every railroad company in Missouri is 
at work on statistics intended to show 
to what extent the 2-cent fare law, 
which becomes operative June 16, will 
impair revenues. The data will furnish 
the basis, either of retrenchment or re- 
prisal a8 4 means of offsetting the re- 
duction of earnings, or of an attempt to 
have the courts declare the law un- 
constitutional. 

That a legal fight is contemplated is 
admitted by a law official and executive 
of one of the iargest systems in the 
State. This official told a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch that there had been 
talk among. representatives of several 
roads of making a joint attack on the 
Statute, but that no program had been 
discussed because of the delay in pre- 


paring figures necessary to prove its 
effect on the earnings of the various 
fines in Missouri. This official said his 
road had issued instructions to its differ- 
ent departments to collect data for an 
exhibit to be introduced in the proceed- 
ings if any are instituted. 

It is the opinion of lawyers that, if 
the question does go to the courts, it 

will carried there by some citizen 
who has been denied the 2-cent rate. 
It is the usual practice of railroads in 
fighting a law simply to disobey the law 
and let the appeal to the courts be 
made by the party aggrieved. This 
Puts the road on the i ensive, 

‘hatever the decision may be as to 

beginning a contest in the courts it is 
regarded as morally certain that the 
lines in Missouri will inaugurate a strict 
adherence to the statutory rate and 
abolish, at least within the borders of 
the State, all concessions in the way of 
mileage books, excursions and _ special 
reductions for conventions, tourists and 
homeseekers. 


- Loss on Local Business. 
~On local business in Missouri, th rail- 
roads contend, the application of ‘the 


law's provisions means a loss of 331-3 
per cent of their revenues from the 
carriage of passengers. Most of the 
lines “eold that earnings from that 
source have never been large, and in 
Some cases have not been eqyal to the 
expense of maintaining th service. 
They say the deficit in revenues from 
their Easnenger departments will have 
to be supplied from the earnings derived 

m transporting freight. Confronted 
by a decrease of proiits, if not by an 
actual loss, the railroad officials say 
there is little hope that the present 
service will be bettered or that exten- 
sions and new mileage will be under- 
taken. 

None of the officials of the Mis- 
souri lines entering St. Louis is will- 
ing to put into exact figures an esti- 
mate of the losses which they claim 
he law will put on their roads: An ex- 
écutive officer of th Frisco told a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch that his 
system would suffer to the extent of 
several hundred thousand dollars an- 
nually. 

In the course of the year beginning 
July 1, 1907, the 30. roads which haul 
passengers in Missouri expect to .carry 
more than 80,000,000 who will pay fare— 
a number nearly equal to the popula- 
tion of continental United States. It is 
asserted that the revenues from that 


big 


traffic will not greatly exceed the gross | 
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earnings from the same sources in 1995, 
when they amounted to $85,574,761.94 on 
the 73,025,773 pay passengers transport- 
ed. 

Total Revenue Figures. 

Figures obtained from the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission show that 
25 Missouri roads, nine of them enter- 
ing St. WLouis, reported 7735 miles of 
passenger trackage. Over this mileage 
they hauled a total of 73,025,773 passen- 
gers, who paid a total of $85,574,761.94 in 
fares—or an average of .919 cent per 
train mile. 

The passenger earnings for each mile 
of road operated averaged $1772.65 on the 
total mileage of 48,299.74, which includes 
vards “nd sidings, and second, third 
and fourth tracks. 

The total revenue from the passenger 
departments of the same roads and dur- 
ing the same period—taking account of 
revenues derived from mails, express, 
baggage and other items—ageregated 
$107,510,652.52. This was equal to an av- 
erage earning of $2229.13 a mile on all 
the trackage operated.’ 

The full effect of the law on the rev- 
enues of the roads, it is stated, cannot 
be ascertained for almost two 
since the figures for 1907 will 
practically six months during which it 
was not operative. It is expected that 
when generally applied the railroads 
will realize some advantages in the way 
of a growth of traffic and an equaliza- 
tion of rates. 

An executive officer of the Frisco, 
whom the Post-Dispatch asked the rail- 
road's view of the law and its influence 
on their earnings and service, gave this 
statement, which, in essentials, contains | 
the arguments urged against its pro- 
visions by representatives of other com- 
panies: 

“The main track mileage of the Frisco 
in Missouri is 1715 miles, all lying south 
of the Missouri River and a greater 
portion traversing the Ozark Moun- 
tains.

& Missouri line. Competition would de- 
mand that the interstate tickets be sold 
at the same rate as intra-state. This 
would apply also to passengers going 
from East St. Louis to Topeka, Kan., 
because the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has ruled that a railroad can- 
not make a higher through rate be- 
tween any two points than the sum of 
the two or more local rates. 

“Such conditions necessarily require 
careful investigation to determine the 
effect of the law. 

“A reply to the Inquiry as to what 
effect the reduced rates will have on 
service is difficult. The Frisco runs 
through the most sparsely settled sec- 
tion of Missour!. Aside from St. Louis 
and Kansas City. there are only two 
cities in the State on its line of more 
than 15.000 inhahitants, these excep- 
tions being Joplin and Springfield. At 
the same time. the service on the main 
lines of the Frisco is frequent and thor- 
oughly modern, and ample to take care 
of not only local, but interstate busi- 
ness, 

Question of Territory Traversed. 

‘It fs a well-known fact and capable 
of proof by actual figures, that in a ter- 
ritory such as is traversed b-- the Fris- 
co, the passenger earnings do not pay 


expenses, consequently the question of 
service would really result from the con- 
sideration of just how much of its 
freight earnings the road can afford to 
divert to make up the losses of the 
passenger busineas. 

There seems to be a mistaken idea 
that railroads do not consider public ne- 
cessities. There is not a large railroad 
in Missouri or any other part of the 
United States which has not planned 
better and more convenient accommo- 
dations for the public. This can be con- 
sidered as a selfish motive, because 
they know that prosperity will result 
according to their good treatment and 
care of the public. Their limitations in 
tiis direction are only those of their 
earning capacity. Naturally, what af- 
fects one will affect the other. 

‘Tt is difficult to locate any economies 
which can be brought about to offset 
the reduction in rates. The earnings on 
this line are being put back into the 
property in the way of additional power 
and equipment, heavier rail, stronger 
bridges, etc. Even in these prosperous 
years, dividends are not being paid in 
order that earnings can be spent to im- 
prove the property, and the resumption 
of dividends in the future is indefinite. 
With the continually Eevee’ prices 
for materia] and supplies and increase 
in wages of all classes of labor, it would 
not seem possible to even consider that 
any economy can be conceived which 
will in the slightest degree counteract 
the effect of lower rates. 

“Lacking full information on the 
subject, it is impossible to foretell 
whether legal action would be deemed 
advisable, as no railroad would want 
to enter into a controversy over a 
law without a full sense of justice in 
its position. 

Will Prevent Extensions. 

“It is safe to predict. however, that 
the recent laws which have been 
passed affecting the earning power of 
railroads wiil stop all contemplated 
action toward the extension of lines. 
The result will preseey be that com- 
petition will become closer in popu- 
lous districts where they are already 
well served and where large earnings 
are in prospect. There will be noth- 
ing attractive to the pioneer line to 
develop new territory. 

“The passenger rate will have no ef- 
fect on the freight business one way 
or the other, further than that future 
development will not be as broad with 
the falling off of ratiroad construc- 
tion into new territory. Investors 
naturally fieure that with such an 
arbitrary reduction in passenger rates,

If not, a 
sound proposition should be drawn up and submitted 
to the people. We do not believe the people of St. 
Louis will consent now to give up their cherished 
project of a municipal bridge, no matter what ob- 
stacles may be in the way.
